O rdinance to Come Be­ 
fore Council. 


It Will Make the Fruit 
G row ers Mad 


If Any Such Law As T hat 
Is Enacted. 


If there had been a full attendance 
at the meeting of the common council 
last night an 
obnoxious 
ordinance 
would have presanied itself for passage. 
The enactment of the proposed legisla­ 
tion would put at enmity the fruit 
growers and the city authorities. 


The ordinance 
that no or ft 
can buy fruit la this city u c i g s s he 
takes out a license costing Si2*j for the 
season. 
The exception to this rule is 


the man engaged in business in that 
line in this city, such as the grocer 
who buys for his retail trade. W hether 
the merchant could go on the street. 
were the ordinance a law, and buy 
fruit to ship without a license, might 
be a question. 


The ordinance was prepared at the 
instance of some one whose identity is 
unknown. 
W hether the local buyers, 
who have bought fruit here for years, 
are willing to pay 125 per year for a 
license to mane their living, no one 
seems to know. 
Evidently, the law is 
aimed at the transient foreign buyers 
who come here from the east and buy 
up a car or two of peaches or berries. 
It is often the case that when these 
foreign buyers appear they have spec­ 
ial customers for the fruit they buy and 
are willing to pay a cent or two more 
than the local market. 
Thisordiiuince 
w(»uld drive these foreign buyers to St 
Joseph or .South Haven and the fruit 
growers woulu ba deprived of the op 
portunity of getting a little more than 
the market price once or twice a year. 


1 f the council wants to hear a howi 
from the people they can be aecomiiio- 
dated if they pass thi.*?ordinance, which 
the majority of people will think is not 
needed and besides a bad law.

“During the last few years the atten ­ 
tion of the American people has been 
forcibly directed to the necessity of 
increasing the foreign commerce of 
the United States, aoid it has already 
been demonstrated that by properly 
flirect^id efforts we shall be able to 
secure largely increased export trade 
both, of manufactured goods and the 
products of the American farm. 


“It goes w'ithout saying that 
the 
grow’th of our American trade 
will 
largely promote the prosperity of all 
classes of our people, and the orient, 
by proctically common consent, holds 
the largest commerce for our 
com­ 
mercial expansion.” 


After referring to the trade possi­ 
bilities of Japan, the report says: 
“There i« stili a larger field opened 
to us in China, an empire that covers 
one-twelfth of the habitable area of 
the globe and holds one-quarter of the 
world’.H population. 
The Chinese pos- 
se.«>s a high type of oriental cl%*iliza- 
tion, and in their commercial trans­ 
actions they are rapidly conforming 
to the methods of the western world. 
While many of the inhabitants 
are 
poor, there is much wealth in money 
and natural resources, both developed. 
Trade with China is especially desir­ 
able becau.^e the Chinese tire not nat­ 
ural mechanics like the Japanese, but 
are farmers and merchant«. 


“This fact is of importance to our 
people. 
When once we secure their 
tradeitis self-evident that the Chinese 
will V>e permanent and valuable cus­ 
tomers.”
